Repator Curtls of Kansas, who with
Sonators Teller and LaFollette has just
completed an investigation into alleged
frpuds against the Kickapoo Indians,
rr{mrlad to the President this week that
conditions were almost  indesoribable.

Tho report declares that deeds
were recorded from people who have
been long dead, while wany Indinns
were Induced to sign away five or six
tracts of land under the impression that
they were conveying only one tract to
the purchaser. President Roosevelt is
sald Lo bo thoroughly aroused over the
revelations and will give instructions
for » most vigorous prosecution of the
guilty mon, as well as or the institution
of court procoedings to set aside the
fraudulent transactions.
